BRITISH MALAYA: 


LECTURE BY THE HON. MR. CLAUD 
SEVERN AT UNION CHURCH. 


‘Under tho auspices of the Union 
Chureh Guild, last night, the Hon, Mr. 
Claud Severn, “ Colonial Secretary, 
Jectured on British Malaya.’ There

tion, physical features, history, methods 
of government, chicf industrics, and 
means of transport of British Malaya, 
In. 1825, he explained, the threo Straits 
Settlements - became wu Presidency . of 
India, and in .1827, Lord William 
Bentinck, the then Governor-General, 
visited them in order to ‘look into 
mutters."’ He declared that he could not 
we What Penang was like for the num- 
ber of cocked hats, which shirt. ong the 
view, so he reduced the establishment 
and ‘re-organised. the Goverament. From 
1828 the Straits ceased tu be a Presidency 
and were placed under the Government 
of Bengal; but in 1851 they passed to 
the control of the Supreme Government 
“ef India, and so remained until they 
became a-Crown Colony on the let, of 
April, 1867. Dealing briefly with Johore, 
the lecturer referred to the father of the 
present Sultan as a true friesd to the 
British. Government, His hospitality 
knew no bounds. He died in London 
on 5th Juno, 1895, and was buricd in 
Johore in the following October. His 
aon, the present Sultan, succeeded hig 
father at the age of 22. He has been 
most loyal to Great Britain, and his 
force of Malay Infantry proved of 
grent.service during the recent riot in 
Singapore and during the rounding-up 
-of the rioters, Last yetr ho received the 
‘G.C.MLG, Bince the war broke out he has 
presented 94 fighting acroplanes to the 
British Government. 
In the history of the Straits few things 
were morc remarkable than the gradual 
. loss of interest in and knowledge of the 
neighbouring Malay countries. In the 
~ first years of the Colony’s history—from 
"1867 to 1874—~it- ig almost inconceivable 
how little’ was actually known of the 
Independent Malay States in the. Malay 
Peninsula, Chineso had for years béen 
carrying on tin-mining in the Porak and 
‘Belangor, and their success had inspired 
‘the enmity of the Malays. There were 
also fights between factions of the 
‘Chinese who were struggling for the 
possession of valuable tin mines, Por- 
: .§on8 in the Straits Settlements \miade 
sadvances in money or. materia! to Malays 
«and Chineso within tho. zone of distur- 
shance, and, on appedling to the Govern- 
“ment to assist them in recovering their 
‘debts or their property, were mot ‘with 
the reply that, “if persons, knowing the 
Niskg they rua owing to disturbance: in 
thhese countries, choose to hazard their 
dives and properties for the sake of tho’ 
largo profits which accompany successful 
trading, they must not expect tho British

In-few industries has the effect of the 
j war been more widespread and fur-rcaeh- 
ing than in the domain of “shipping. 
Tho disappearance from the high seas of 
tho merchant flects of Germany and 
| Austria-Hungary, and the continued 
losses of allied and neutral “shipping, 
combined with the“ cnormons: demands 
“which the war haa made upon the avnil- 
 ablo tonnage, produced. a shortage which 
‘has stimulated the building of ships in 
every country free to-engege in ship con- 
struclion. In the Uni Kingdom, 
merchant ‘saipbuilding alll seriously 
restricted by the neeessity. for the pro 
duction of war veesels of various kinds; 
and, although there has. recently been 
some acceleration in the rate of progress 
in. the construction of vessels, the output 
remains far below that of normal times. 
In neutral countries, and particularly in 
the. United Staves of America, every 
effort has been, and is being, made, by 
means.of the extension of existing plants 
and the ereation of new establishments, 
to cope with the increasing demand for 
tonnage, That a large measure of suc- 
cess has attended these efforts is evident 
from the fact that there is now being 
built under the” inspection of Lloyd’s 
Register of Shipping, with a view to 
classification, a larger aimount. of ship- 

ing than has ever been recorded ia the 

Ristory of the Socicty, namely—d20 ves- 
sels of 2,282,709 tons. . 

“At the close of the: year ended 30th 
June, 10,032 merchant vessels, registor- 
ing over 23. million tons gross, held 
classes assigned by tho Committeo of 
Lloyd’s Register. Towards this total |. 
Great Britain contributed. 6,106 . vessels 
registering 134 ‘million tons. These 
figures, large as they are, show. a falling 
of from the high-water mark of the pre- 
vious year,’ thus reflecting the heavy 
losses which have been occasioned by the 
war, | ' ‘ 

During the year under review, the 
Committee passed the plans of 742 ves- 
sels, representing 2,375,590 tons of ship- 
ping, to be built under the Society's sur- 
‘vey ‘with a. view’ to classificatioa in 
Lloyd’s Register Book, as compared with 
plans of 733 vessels, of 1,713,500 tons, for 
the previous twelve months. 

' The Committee assigned classes to 262 

new vessels, ef 790,209 tons, of which 356 
were steamers, or motor vessels, of a ton- 
age of 789,688, and 6 were-sailing. vessels, 
of 621 tons, Of the total, 414,462 tons, 
or about 52} per cent., were built for the 
British Empire (United Kingdom 397,852 
tons, Dominions 16,605 tons), and 375,747 
tons, or about 473 per cent., for other 
countries. x . 

The tounage classed by the Society. dur- 
ing the: year imeludes 32 vessels, of 
156,975 tons, built upon the Isherwood 
system of longitudinal framing. Up to 

late there have been built, or are in 
course of construction, upon this system; 
to the Society’s classification, over 470 of 
these vessels, totalling 2,650,000 tons. 

* The number of vessels intended to carry

the Society during the year under review 
is 14, of 77,167 tons, The total. number 
of such vessels at present classed 
Lloyd’s Register Book is 301, of 1,380,235 
tons gross...

of the first year of the war to an ever- 


deepening. gloom. I have studied condi- 
tions there long and carefully, but I feel 
that I can do no better than describe my 
last Saturday in that interesting quarter 
of the German capital. 


Late in the morning I left the Stettiner 
Bahnhof in tho north and walked enst- 
ward through the Invalidenstrasse. There 
was ‘practically no meat in the butchers’ 
shops, just the customary:lines of empty 
hooks, A long queue farther on attracted 
my attention and I crossel the street to 
seo what the people wore waiting for. 
glance nt the dark red carcasea in the 
shop told me that this was horsermeat day 
for that district. dose ’ 


The number of vacant shaps cof all 
descriptions wis increasing. The smalk 
shoemaker and: tailor were closing up. 
The centralization of food distribution is 
greater hore than in the better-class 
districts, with tho result that many small 
shopkeepers have been driven out of 
business. In parts of Lothringerstrasse 
a@ quarter of the shops were vacant, in 
other parts one-half. Tho bakers’. shops 
are nearly empty except-at morning and 
evening. Infact, after my:long sojourn 
in blockaded Gorman?’ I sl? find myself 
staring in amazement at your well-stocked 
shop windows of every desoription. 


Shortly before noon 1 reached the 
Zentral Vichund-Schlachthof {the 
slaughter-houses), Through a great 
gateway. poured women’ and children, 
each cirrying some sort of atin or dish 
full of stew. Some: of the children were 
searcely beyond the nge of ~ babyhood. 
Tho children’s faces showed unmistakable 
traces‘ of toil, The poor little things 
'drudged hard enough in peace time, and 
in war they are merely part of the big 
machine, 

PEOPLE'S KITCHENS. 


The diminishing ‘supply of cattle and 
pigs for killing has afforded an 
opportunity’ to convert a section of the 
slaughter-houses into one of the great 
People’s Kitchens. Few eat there, how- 
ever, Just before noon and at noon the 
poolile come in thousands for the stew.

Ten 
yards: away not. suund could be heard. 
The very. silence added to the depression. 
With facts anxious and drawn they stood 
four abreast, and moved with the order- 
Liness of soldiers. “Not a sign of distur- 
bance, and not a policeman ‘in. ‘sight. 
Some women were mending socks; a few. 
standing on the edge of the closely packed 
column, pushed baby carriages: as they 
crawled Shour after “hour* toward the 
narrow entrance of the shop. 


. Every line was’ like™the yest, ‘Tho 
nhsence of policemen is particularly note- 
worthy, since they had to be present in 
the early days—a year ago—when the 
batter lincs. came into being. . Drastic 
measures were taken whin the impatient 
women rioted, Those days are over, The 
Government ‘has “taught the. people a 
lesson. They will wait hour after hour, 
docile and obedient henceforth, if neces- 
sey until they drop--mako no mistake of 
that. 


But the authorities aleo learned, a Josson,

“ TRAGEDY. 


- PERSONAL‘SKETCH BY HIS 
NEPHEW, ~ 


BY, LEOPOLD: WOELELING, ©” 
Hephew of the late Emperor. ~ He 
was formerly: the Archduke Ferdinand 
of Austria, He wrote the following 
account of his uncle in December, 1913, 
and gave it to Me Daily Mail on the 
condition that it should not be printed 
befcre the Emperor's death. 


- We can hardly.-reatise that the Head 
of the House of Habsburg, the Emperor 
Francis Joseph L, is dead, . For our gen- 
eration, our,-fathers and ‘ons grand- 
fathers, the name of Austria conjured 
up the pieture of the dead Emperor who, 
ever since the revolutionary year 1848, 
ow so far behind us, has enjoyed our 
attachment, : 


But it was in that year that the cigh- 
teen-year-old boy ascended the throne, 
surrounded by the tumult of: minds in 
wild effervescence, the din of war, and 
hampered by tha jealously — preserved 
etiquette- of the Habsburg Court. As 
advisers the young Emperor had anti- 
quated officials who had gone grey in 
years, of rigid observance of regulationgs 
: ‘who was just atepping from, tli 
schoulrovm, had to relinquich youthful 
‘day-dreams, for relentless. Fate had 
planted him’ on thé throne, where, as 
though in = glass box, he was exposed 
to the gaze-of all. 

His day’s work was devoted to 
people, or, correctly, to his peoples. 


TERSE DECISIONS. 


The Emperor Francis Joseph made it 
a rule to hear everybody and investigate 
everything in person, ‘Then after an ex- 
haustive discussion with his Ministers 
he would make known his decision tersely 
and clearly. Every nationality in the 
Empire, and especially that one which 
by. reason of its historica) , tradition 
believed itself to be entitled te have its 
desires considered first, was in perpetual 
conflict with the Crown. . ‘ ; 

He displayed amiability towards the 
party leaders and on innumerable occa- 
sions was ablo to achieve the success de- 
sired. There js no lack of the stubborn 
and the wrongcheaded_in the world, ‘but 
the Emperor Francis Joseph showed him- 
self a match for them. ~He would formu- 
late his wishes with unsuspected enérgy, 
and it often happened that- he would 
express himself to such persons in unex- 

diy harsh and severe terms, or just 
ignore them bec i 4 
“The Emperor's day used to begin, even 
in the height of summicr, with the first 
grey signs of dawn. He habitually de- 
prived himself of rae sleep, and 
when the majority of his millions of sub- 
jects lay peacefully in their bads was up 
and ‘at work, : 

At an early hour he summoned: -his 

Ministers for the daily report. The 
Emperor read ind . studied -everything 
himeelf, and was: generally ready with a | 
pertinent opinion by the time the heads 
of Departments arrived. . 
2 Twice a week he'granted general audi- 
ences, ot which anybody ‘who had. a re- 
qe make was free to lay it before 
the highest in the Empire. He would 
listen to every petitioner with amiability, 
and as far as he deemed fit give a favour- 
able consideration to the ‘hopes and as- 
pirations stammered out by the _ sup- 
pliants,  - : ead 

The Emperor's mode ‘of life was: ex- 
premely simple. | When—as, of course, he 
often had to—he'gave large dinner par- 
ties, a plate of soup, a pieco of boiled 
beef (Rindfleisch--n dish that always had 
to figure on the menu, even at great Btate 
banquets), anda glass of wine ‘sufficed ; 
for his requiremente,” But he was over- 
Pye when his guests did justice to his 
table and often ecnt back the Court 
‘lecke-ys Svith-the dishes to modest guests 
‘who had not ventured to help themselves 
‘to “dishes ‘which they had never ston 
before: ae 

_At one time the Emperor was a pas- 
sionate smoker. He, preferred. the long 
Virginia cigar (an ‘Austrian. speciality) 
to all others. A cigar, extremely strong, 
Awas Specially: made for him, and he often 
‘gave one—they were the best of their kind 
—to his guests,. In the later years of his 
life hig doctors. begged him to smoke a 
milder cigay, “and with’a heavy heart. he 
followed their advice. :
